We  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Vil- 
lage of  Wells  River,  Vt.,  and  found  thorn  (;orrect,  with 
vouchers  for  all  orders  drawn.  We  have  examined  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Village  of  Wells  River  and  find  them 
correct,  with  vouchers  for  all  payments  made.  We  destroyed 


bonds  Nos.  11,  12,  21,  22,  23,  24,  26,  $100  each,Nos.  31,  32, 
33,  34,  62,  1500  each,  and  coupons  amounting  to  1296.00.

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  of  Wells 
River  Village  to  the  following  facts : 

March,  1917,  the  debt  of  the  village  was  $32,942.  Since 
that  date  the  Eastern  Vermont  Public  Utilities  Corporation 
has  paid  the  village  f 25,000.  The  debt  of  the  village  now 
is  $26,200,  showing  a  reduction  of  only  16,742.  The  balance 
due  from  the  Eastern  Vermont  Public  Utilities  Corporation 
is  approximately  $18,000. 

We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  be  instructed  not  to  ex- 
pend money  in  excess  of  the  amount  raised  in  taxes  by  the 
village  and  that  the  balance  due  from  the  Eastern  Vermont 
Public  Utilities  Corporation  be  used  to  reduce  the  village 
debt.
